An  inexperienced  group  of  boys  made  up  the  1943-44  R.H.S. 
basketball  squad.  And,  despite  the  fact  that  the  boys  worked 
hard  and  fought  all  the  way,  the  competition  furnished  by  the 
North  Central  conference — the  toughest  schoolboy  conference  in 
the  state — proved  too  much  for  the  Devils,  the  final  season  count 
being  17  losses  and  one  victory. 

Opening  their  season  without  the  services  of  a  single  letterman 
and  with  only  a  few  boys  who  had  had  any  "B  team"  experience, 
the  Devil  netters  fell  first  at  the  hands  of  a  tough  little  Liberty 
squad. 


Then  followed  a  series  of  defeats — a  string  ending  only  when 
the  boys  trounced  Connersville's  Spartans,  42-36,  in  the  last  home 
game  of  the  season. 

Some  of  the  year's  best  performances  came  despite  the  fact  that 
the  locals  were  usually  on  the  short  end  of  the  score.  The  Red 
Devils  held  the  highly  touted  Anderson  Indians  to  a  ten-point 
margin — 44-34,  and  came  within  a  few  points  of  beating  Riley  of 
South  Bend,  one  of  the  better  teams  from  northern  Indiana. 

Entering  the  sectional  tourney  with  only  one  victory  under 
their  belts,  the  Devil  Netters  managed  to  win  two  hotly  contested 
battles  before  being  eliminated  by  an  unusually  strong  Center- 
ville  team. 

Only  two  seniors  were  on  the  squad  and,  Uncle  Sam  permit- 
ting, there  will  be  plenty  of  experienced  material  returning,  giv- 
ing Richmond  fans  hopes  of  "good  hunting"  next  season.
